State of Georgia, Executive Department, 
Atlanta, August 12, 1908.—To the Senate and 
tiouse Represemtatives: Permit me once 
more to suggest the importance of using the 
last hours of the regular session to close up 
those matters of legislation now pending be- 
fore your bodies other than the  convwict 
question.

Senate Rejects Report. 

The acceptance-by the senate of the 
direction which Governor Smith thus 
Save to the legislation under considera. 
tion came at the close of the morning 
session, when a report from the rules 
committee was up. The rules committee 
Offered as a substitute for a resolution 
by Senator Gordy the following: 

That at the afternoon session the con- 
sideration of motions to _ reconsider 
should be made a special order. That 
debate wpon questions considered under 
this head be limited to five minuteg for 
each address. 

That the various convict bills be next 
considered, all speecnes to be limited to 
twenty minutes. 

The senate considered these two items 
separately. The first wag adopted. 

Then Senator Henderson, of the thirty- 
ninth, made an urgent appeal to the sen- 
ate not to take up the convict bills, but 
to dispose of other measures clamor- 
ing for attention and leave the constd- 
eration of the convict question to an ex- 
tra session, as suggested by the govern- 
or. This course was adopted. 

In .alling the extra session no time 
limit will be set upon the delibera- 
tions. None can be set t&hder the law. 
The solons will consider the measures 
specified in the call and dispose of 
them one way or another. They will 
have all the time they desire to take 
between now and the time their suc- 
cessors are elected in October. 

In issuing the call the governor wi!) 
specify the measures which may be 
taken up, All extraneous and irrelevant 
matter will be ruled out when the body 
meets and no action permitted except 
upon the subjects genominated in the

When bhey 
were in the act of taking charge they 
called at the governor's office and 
asked for instructions. I delivered to 
them a compilation of the statutes of 
the istate relating to the government 
of the prisons and of the convicts, 
and added: ‘I haves. special instruc- 
tions to give you on one point. No 
convict can or shall be whipped during 
my administration. I know it has 
been the rule to whip a lot of them 
every day, vut we will honor it in the 
breach.” They reported the fact to the 
lessees that I had given them these 
instructions, and .one of the lessees, 
who ‘seemed to be in active manage- 
ment, fumed and cursed dnd swore in 
his wrath that he would whip the con- 
viets whenever, in his judgment, they 
needed it. 

“My appointees were men of decision 
and positive qaharacter, and they re- 
plied that they were appointees of the 
governor and intended to obey his in- 
structions and maintain his authority 
at any cost. This lessee went so far 
aiz to tell these gentlemen that he was 
a lessee of the laborers of the prison 
and would hawe his way about it, and 
would. see that I was beaten in the 
nomination next time. He called to 
see me after a few days of cooling 
time, and insisted upon my permitting 
him to thave his way about it. I said 
in reply that I was never more re- 
solved upon any course ef action in 
my life: that | was determined to see 
that convicts sent to the prison were 
nunished according to the law, but 
stripes upon the naked back would 
never be tolerated again. I reminded 
him of the threat he had made to my 
appointees, and stated to him: ‘I just 
want to notify you now that I am g0- 
ing to carry out my will about this 
matter, and if vou undertake, as you 
have threatened, to defeat my nomina- 
tion, I will appeal to the people of 
Tennessee for my vindication, and I 
Know I] will receive it.’ ; 

“After he thad witnessed my determi- 
nation, he said: ‘Very we'll. I suppose 
we will have to submit to your rule.’ 
In a month he came up to the gov- 
ernor’s office and said: ‘Governor, If 
have come tay to you that we are 
receiving better work, the convicts are 
better contented than they have ever 
I and we have found out that the

Hemittances to Shippers. 


As the returns would aj] cometothe 
treasurer, it would be necessary to re- 
mit. the shippers to enable them to 
meet their current payments. Seventy- 
five percentofthe netreturns could be 
remitted each shipper on receipt of re- 
turn, balance held until the books were 
closed, and the assessment determined 
necessary to meet all expenses, then 
final settlement made at the closing 
of the fiscal year. 

As to detail of expenses, any bank 
would be willing to act as treasurer to 
control the large accOunt which woul:

They would not. be influenced as in- 
spectors, as they would not know what 
disposition would be made of cars they 
were inspecting, and loyalty to the 
company would be the basis on which 
business would be continued with their 
houses. 

In a general way, with some excep- 
tions, the foregoing is the plan on 
which the California and Colorado as- 
sociations are handied. Through their 
thorough business methods, the grow- 
ing and shipping of fruits and vegeta- 
bles has reached a stage of perfection 
that has placed it on @ permanent and 
paying basis; values of lands have in- 
creased at enormous rates and they 
have overcome the question of Over- 
production. 

Markets Now Neglected.

NOVEL DEFENSE 
BY ABSCONDER 


Claims Money Did Not Legally

New Orleans, August 12.—Somewhat of

The project for the extension of the city limits, brought to a focus after 
two years of debate and dispute and hard labor on part of the press and 
the wide-awake element of the city’s populaticn, has gone over its last legis- 
lative hurdle and now only awaits executive signature to become fixed in law. 

This means, from a general standpoint, that Atlanta is to keep pace with 
other southern and American municipalities in enlarging its boundaries to

In the enthusiasm and gratification of the moment, and the congratula 
tions which will be extended to many individuals instrumental in the achieve- 
ment, The Constitution does not intend that the valiant, self-sacrificing and 
unremitting efforts of Alderman and Mayor Pro Tem, F. A. Qulliian shall be 
overlooked.

Are we to believe that Georgia would have had no state prohibition law, 
if the “folks at home” could not have known how the members of the gen- 
eral assembly voted? 

The “invincible” 189 house members who passed the state- wide law did 
uot toe the mark when a proposal of vital importance to effective prohibi- 
tion came before them and they found they DID NOT HAVE TO GO ON 
RECORD! 

In answer to the opposing argument that prohibition could not be effec- 
tive while other states were permitted to make unlimited and unhampered 
liq.or shipments into Georgia, those 139 house members stood upon the 
preposition that congress would be called upon to enact a law prohibiting 
tbe shipment of liquor into dry territory. 

Contronted with the opportunity to memorialize congress to enact a law 
which would prohibit interstate liquor shipments into territory legally dry, 
they first tabled it by viva voce vote, then on roll call took it up, and again, 
by unrecorded vote, adjourned, and left it to its fate—lost. And again, yes- 
terday, it was killed by indirection. 

What can have come over the spirits of those 139 members—not all, but 
many of them—whose names stand back of what was once considered the 
most drastic prohibition law ever enacted by any state?

In justice to the counties whose tax re 
turns show a large decrease the con- 
troller general should make an inveSsti- 
gation with the view of getting an exX- 
planation. If something of that sort 
isn’t done there is likely to be an im- 
pression that property in those counties 
was greatly under valued. If that is the

As a matter of fact there ought to be 
a board of assessors in every county and 
a state board of equalization. Until 
property is regularly assessed and the 
assessments equalized there is bound to 
be an unequal distribution of the burden 


It is a well known fact that a compara- 
tively few counties support the state 
government, all the other counties draw- 
ing more from the state than they pay 
into the“state’s treasury. ln other words, 

the rich counties bear the cost of state 
xoverument and also help to carry the 
poor counties. The question is, likely to 
present itself some of these days, in a 
way that will have to be noticed official- 
ly, whether these poor counties bear as 
much of the tax burden as they ougitht to.

The relNef from the yearly turmoil, 
agitation and strife for which legisla- 
tive sessions are responsible, would alone 
be worth the enactment of the law. 

The foregoing puts the case plainly. 
And there are other matters of whicn 
the legislature could be relieved—matters 
that could be handled to better advan- 
tage by the courts, county commission- 
ers or the municipal authorities.

Fasting in Wilderness Necessary. 


So long as the republican party re- 
mains in power it is powerless to re- 
generate itself. It can not attack 
wrong-doing in high places without 
disgracing many of its prominent mem- 
bers, and jt, therefore, uses opiates in- 
stead of the surgeon's knife. Its maile- 
factors construe each republican vic- 
tory as an indorsement of their conduct 
and threaten the party with defeat if 
they are interefered with. Not until 
the party passes through a period of 
fasting in the wilderness wlll the re- 
publican leaders learn to study public 
questions from the standpoint of the 
masses.

The Gateway to Other Reforms. 


‘Shall the people rule?" Every 
remedial measure of a national charac- 
ter must run the gauntlet of the sen- 
ate. The president may personally in- 
cline toward a refonmn; the house May 
consent to it; but as long as the senate 
obstructs the reform, the peaple must 
wait. The president may heed a popu- 
lar demand: the house may yield to 
public opinion; but as long as the sen- 
ate is defiant, the rule of the people 
is defeated. The democratic platform 
very properly describes the pppular 
election of senators as “the gateway 
to other national reforms.” Shall we 
open the gate, or shall we allow the ex- 
ploiting interests to thar the way ‘by 
the control of this branch of the fed- 
eral legislature? Through a democrat- 
fc victory. and through a democratic 
victory only, can the people secure the 
papular election of senators. The 
smaller parties are unable to secure 
this reform; the republican party, un- 
der its present leadership, is resolute- 
ly opposed to it: the democratic party 
stands for it and has boldly demanded 
it.

Why No Anti-Trust Legislation? | 


A few years ago the republican lead- 
ers in the house of representatives 
were coerced by public opinion into the 
support of an anti-trust law, which 
had the indorsement of the president, 
but the senate refused even to con- 
sider the measure, and since that time 
no effort has been miade bv the domi- 
nant party to secure remedial legisla- 
tion upon this subject. 


Why No Railroad Legislation?
